Syria okays UN chem arms probe, 
US weighs miiitary action 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - UN &x- 
peits today are to stsirt investi¬ 
gating tLe site of an aUeged 
Synan i±Lemical weapons at¬ 
tack aftiar a go-aliead &ani 
Damascus, as a sceptical Wash¬ 
ington said Syna's acceptance 
had come too late. 

In an escalatioii of a show¬ 
down ovei' a suspected chemi¬ 
cal weapons attack near Da¬ 
mascus last week, the United 
States pointed the finger of 
blame at President Bashar al- 
Assad's regime as it weighed 
militaiy action. 

“There is very little doubt at 
tins point that a chemical 
we ap on was use d by the Syn an 
regime against civilians in tlus 
mcideiit‘“ based on the rep oiled 
munber of victuns and tlieir 
symptoms, as well as US and 
other foreign intelligence, one 
official m V/aslnngto-n told AFP 

Syna's opposition says more 
tlian 1,300 people died when 
regime forces unleashed ■±em- 
icai weapons against rebel-held 
towns east and soiitliwest of 
Damascus on August 21, wlnle 
Doctors Witliout Borders said 


355 people had died of “neuro- 
tozic" symptoms. 

Damascus has strongly de¬ 
nied it earned out such an at¬ 
tack, instead blaming tlie rebels. 

French Foreign Munster 
Laurent Fahius told a Jerusalem 
press conference on Sunday 
tliere was “'no doubt" ffie Dam¬ 
ascus regime was behind the 
suspected attack. 

‘From the moment tlie sub¬ 
stance of the fiictsis established 
incontestably (by the UN in¬ 
spectors), there will necessarily 
be a strong response," he added. 

Moscow bluntly warned the 
West that military action 
against tlie Synan regime 
would be a “tragic mistake." 

‘We strongly urge those 
who, by attempting to impose 
tlieir own results on ffie UN ez- 
perts, are raising the possibility 
of a mihtaiy op erahon in Syiia 
to use their common sense and 
refi'ain firom committing a 
tragic mi stake, ‘ foreign min- 
istiy spokesman Alexander Ka- 
sevich's said in a statement. 

Syna's foreign mimstry said 
that visiting UN disannament 


envoy Angela JCane stiiick die 
accord with the Synan goveni- 
ment yesterday for a probe. 

Tlie United Mahons said m a 
statement the investigation 
would begiu as eaiiy as today 

US officials said President 
Barack Obama, who held ensis 
talks Saturday widi top secunty 
aides, would make an ‘in¬ 
formed decision" about how to 
respond to an "indiscriminate" 
chemical weapons attack. 

Waslungton had noted that 
Syria had offered to let UN in¬ 
spectors view the site of die .al¬ 
leged attack, but suggested it 
was too litde, too late, said one 
official, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. 

‘At du s jimcture, the b el ated 
deasion by tlie regime to grant 
access to die UN team is too 
late to be credible, including 
because die evidence available 
has been significantly conupted 
as a result of die regune's pei- 
sistent shelling and odier mien- 
ttonal actions over the last five 
days," the official said

Beyond the political rhetoric^ beauty lies in the 

eye of the beholder... 



As the island of Amba pre¬ 
pares far major electtons on 
September 27, the Chamber 
of Conimeree (CoC) and the 
Aniba Trade and Industry As- 
soeialian (ATIA) last week 
organized a politioal debate 
amongst the lliree political 
parties, which currently hold 
a seat in Aruba's Parliament. 
In line with the business in¬ 
terests of tlieir stakeholders, 
CoC and ATI A organized tlie 
debate around four basic is¬ 
sues, i.e., tire economy, pub¬ 
lic finances, health insurance 
and pension benefits, in 
which independent facts (na¬ 
tional and internatioiial statis¬ 
tics) were presented and party 
leaders were invited to react 
and answer. Tire CoC aird 
ATI A should be commended 
for tlris initiative, especially 
as politcal and electoral de¬ 
bates are scarce on Aruba 
Of the SIX parties that have 
submitted candidates for par¬ 
liamentary seats those invited 
to the debate are leaders of 
the tlrree parties now holding 
office. Taking to the podiunrs 
at the Westin Aruba Resort on 
Tlrursday evening, Septem¬ 
ber 22 were Aruba's Prime 
Minister Mike Enran, head of 


the Arubaanse "Volks Partij or 
A’VR Evelyna Wever-Croes, 
head of the Movimiento 
Electoral di Pueblo, or MEP, 
and Ardiir Bikker, leader of 
the Parti do Democracia Real, 
or PDF^.. AVP has 12 seats and 
the nr^onty, MEP holds eight 
aird PDRhas one. 

Truth is a deiusion? 

Nonetheless, beyond the 
classical political rhetonc of 
personal aird past references, 
ex-post rationalizations and 
"ridiculizations,” not to men¬ 
tion, ravishing in external 
loci of control, the debate 


Candidates and moderator 

proved to be less of a debate, 
aird more of a disenchairling 
discourse on past aird present, 
m which somelrow the future 
was lost, to paraplirase Win¬ 
ston Churclrill. "Whereas in¬ 
dependent facts were 
presented, it became blatantly 
obvious that there are lies, 
damn lies, and statistics' to 
quote Mark Twain, 

While a plrilosoplrical and 
psychological analysis of (in¬ 
dividual and calleClive) cog¬ 
nitive bias (of party leaders 
and followers) is beyond the 
confines of tlris editonal, 
needless to say, there are no 
such things as ‘independent 
facts’, as political realities are 
actively and socially con- 
stRicted to satisfy personal 
needs and seek confimration 
rather than canfirontation 
The human brain is wired in 
such a way to short-circuit 
‘facts’ in order to accept the 
seductive comfort af self- 
delusion; 'truth’ IS thus sim¬ 
ply a delusion. 

Evfiryone is a winnei ? 

No where IS this most pre¬ 
sent than small (island) com¬ 
munities with strong social 
and emotional ties (i.e., so¬ 
cial capital), in winch there is 
no one single tmth, only in¬ 
terpreted re-constructed half- 


truths, oftentimes reinforced 
by a lack of institutional cap - 
ital (i.e., guile-seekmg insti¬ 
tutions, biased media, lack of 
strong civic society, pro¬ 
moted brain-drain, etc.). The 
multiple interpretations of 
‘independent facts' by party 
leaders, and the multiplicity 
of polarized emotional reac¬ 
tions by party followers (as 
witnessed during the debate 
and on-going discussions) is 


a simple testimony that 
beauty (or the lack thereof) 
lies in the eye of the be¬ 
holder. Simply put, ifyou be¬ 
ll eve your favorite political 
candidate won the debate, 
than you are totally correct. 
Everyone is a winner, or so it 
seems... 

Upon deeper reflection 
and analysis of tlie 'QifeA’, it 
IS remarkable (Note of the au- 
tlior: I admit to being cogni¬ 
tively biased towards future 
solutions, and not dwell on 
past problems or polemics) 
that the political candidates 
share more in common, then 
tliey would probably admit or 
have their respective con¬ 
stituencies believe. Beyond 
doubt, all candidates share a 
passion and love for Aruba, 
and all want change for 
Aruba, albeit some want 
(more o^ the same change, 
and others want a different 
kind of change

Disagi’ee to Agree? 

Wlule an in-depth content- 
analysis of the debate and tlie 
different plans of political 
parties is pending, getting rid 
of a 'delusion' makes us 
wiser than wanting to b elieve 
a half-fabneated truth From 
an economic perspective, all 


parties profess economic di¬ 
versification and some sort of 
'gateway’ (hub) fimclion for 
Aruba, in addition to wanting 
to re-open the oil-refinery. 
Likewise, business tax re¬ 
mains a thorny issue for all 
parties, as well as how ex¬ 
actly to improve tlie quality 


and sustainability of tounsm, 
which is Aruba’s sole and 
strongest economc pillar 
As for public finances, all 
parties agree that it needs to 
be managed diligently; they 
acknowledge the depth and 
breadtli of our financial chal¬ 
lenges, and all concur that 
this can, must and will be 
curved within three to five 
years. In terms of health care 
and health care insurance, 
again there is a 'group tliink’ 
til at health care needs to im¬ 
prove for all citizens, and that 
premiums need to be man¬ 
aged accordingly All parties 
acknowledge tlial we have a 
aging workforce, and that 
labor productivity and pen¬ 
sion benefits need to be ad¬ 
dressed accordingly. Last but 
not least, social secunty and 
crime prevention are equally 
lugh on all the 'to do’ lists of 
political parties. So beyond 
political rhetoric and classical

British Foreign Scicretaiy 
William Hague yesterday said 
that any evidence of a chemical 
attack hy the Synan regime 
may have already been de¬ 
stroyed. 

“The feet IS that much o f the 
evidence could have been de¬ 
stroyed by tliat artillery bom¬ 
bardment," he said during a 
press conference after Damas¬ 
cus gave Its green light to a mis¬ 
sion by UN inspectors, 

‘Otlier evidence could have 
degraded over the last few days 
and otlier evidence could have 
been tampered with,'' he said. 

Hague expressed concern 
tliat loo much time had elapsed 
fer tlie UN mspectors to gather 
enough concrete evidence. 

“We have to be realistic now 
about what the UN team can 
a'Chieve," he said. 

If confinned, the attack 
would mark hie deadliest use of 
chemical agents since late Iraqi 
dictator Saddam Hussein 
gassed Iranian troops and Kur¬ 
dish rebels m tlie 1930 s. 

US Defence Secretary 
Chuck Hagel said earlier Sun¬ 
day the US nnlitaiy was ‘pre¬ 
pared to exercise whatever 
option" against Syria hut intel¬ 
ligence was still bemg evalu¬ 
ated 

On a visit to Malaysia 
Hagel said the US defence de- 
p artmenl had prep ared" oph ons 
for all contingencies" at 
Obama's request. 

On Saturday, Obama held a 
rai'e meeting wiiti Ins top aides 
and discussed Syria by phone 
widi British Pi'ime Munster 
David Cameron.

He denounced tire “increase 
m violence in a wai‘ between 
brothers" and the “prolifera¬ 


tion of massacres and ati'oci- 
ties“ 

The Syrian opposition has 
alleged that Piesident Bashar 
al-Ass ad's regime earned out a 
■iiemical weapons attack near 
Damascus last Wednesday that 
killed hundreds of civilians. 
Syria denies the charges 

"The ternble images of 
these days again causes me to 
raise my voice so that the 
sound of weapons stops,“ the 
pope said witliout mentiomng 
the chemical weapons claims. 


BOGOTA (AFP) - FARC 
guerrillas kiUed 14 soldiers in 
an attack on a Colombian anny 
patrol shoilly after officials an¬ 
nounced talks with the leftist 
rebels would resume today. 

"We regret to inform you 
that as the result of a FARC 
terrorist attack, two sergeants 
and 11 soldiers were killed," 
the Colombian army leader¬ 
ship said in a statement Satur¬ 
day. 

The incident took place m a 
Airal area in the Arauca depatt- 
inent town of Tame. 

Altliough the army did not 
specify the circumstances of 
the attack, military sources 
quoted by tlie media said it 
was an ambush. 

Hie attack came on the he els 
of a sepai'ate assault on 
Wednesday claimed by the 
FARC's idtli Front that left 15 
soldiers dead. 

And m May, a FARC attack 
killed 11 troops. 

The government and rebels 
have been holding peace talks 
in Havana since Novemter, 
with die aim of ending Latin 
Amenca's longest insurgency. 

Fanner C o 1 oinbian vi c e 
president Humberto de la 
Calle, the lead negotiator for 
Bogota, said tlie FARC would 
return to the talks on Monday 
to "continue tlie discussions 
nomially." 


The guemllas ha^^e prop osed 
a bilateral ceasefire during tlie 
talk s, but Pre si d ent Juan 
Manuel Santos has rejected tlie 
offer, saying it c oul d h e us ed to 
strengthen tlie insurgency mtl- 
rtanly. 

Santos, meanwhile, has pre¬ 
sented a proposal that any 
peace agreement must be put 
to a national referendum. The 
FARC has ratereited its hope 
that any accord would be put 
before a constituait assembly.

His detention dominated 
weibo discussion, with his 
Chinese name Xue Mansi the 
most searched plirase on Sun¬

Beijing police said on their 
verified weibo account tliey 


had arrested a dO-year-old man 
surnamed Xue and a 32-year- 
old female. 

It also emerged Sunday tliat 
a journalist had been detained 
for “fabn eating rumours" after 
he made online accusations of

The painful cost of a nice dernere in Venezuela 



CARACAS CAFP) - Eager to 
resurrect her failed mariage, 
Mercedes dreamed □£having a 
shapely rear end. A risky, po¬ 
tentially deadly, silicone injec- 
tian tedinique beckoned. She 
said yes. Now she mes that 
day. 

“It hurts so much I cannot 
sit down for even five min¬ 
utes," said tlie 4 5-year-old, her 
voice quivenng. She is so em- 
batrassed she won't give her 
last name. 

Hius goes body worship in 
Venezuela, where undergoing 
plastic surgery is as common 
as going to the dentist and 
beauty page ants are like a reli¬ 
gion. 

Two years ago Mercedes 
underwent a procedure that 
has killed 15 people in 
Venezuela since ’2011. It in¬ 
volves having a gel-like 3\ib- 
stance called a synthetic 
biopolynier shot into the body 

It IS not put inside an im¬ 
plant, hut rather Sows like an 


injection and spreads through 
tissues, sdas uucontroUahly. 

Mercedes received 5dQcc of 
the stuff in each buttock. It 
was a low point in her life 
when she was desperate to 
rekindle hermariiage and win 
back her estranged husband. 

" I di d n 0 re se arch on what it 
was. I just wanted to know 
who did the best job," Mer¬ 
cedes told AFP wluie waiting 
at a clintc. Her dream is to get 
tlie sihcoue out of her body 

Hie original operation cost 
the equivalent of $SDQ. Days 
later, she started feeling an in¬ 
tense pain. She has learned to 
live with It, as she has with 
stinging criticism firom her 
family. 

“I ask God and the Virgin 
for forgiveness so I can get out 
of this Hus IS no way to live," 
she said, her eyes clenched 
shut 

- No to biopolymers --

“There are even recent cases 
of parents who give their 
daughters the hiopolymer butt 
and breast treatment for their 
15th biilliday and now they re¬ 
gret it" said De la Rosa. 


Omar Gueirero, a 35-yeai'- 
old trainer at a gym in the 
western city of San Cristobal, 
shot the gel into Ins pecs to 
look more buff and is now an 
utter wreck. 

The polymers migrated to 
muscles between his ribs, 
tightening his tliorax and lim¬ 
iting his breathing. He's been 
flat out in b ed for two years. 

"I camiot do esercise. I can¬ 
not run I am a living dead 
man," said GueiTero. 

With his artificially toned 
up muscles, he said, people 
shun him in hospitals and treat 
him as if he were HIV-posi- 
tive 

He went to one of two doc¬ 
tors known to be offering a 
teclmique to try to rid people 
of the stuff tliey pumped into 
themselves. 

One IS a Caracas plastic sur¬ 
geon named Daniel Slobodi- 
anik In tlie waiting room of 
his office It IS standing room 
only.

Raimrez, a 34-year-old Ar¬ 
gentine professional daucei; 
and AiToyo, 13^ are among fom' 
same-sex couples - including 
tliree male pairs and one female 
- competing m tlie 11 th annual 
world iJiampionship. 

The dance partnei's said they 
are Uying to excel in tlie widei' 
world of tango, not just a gay 
subculture. “Our goal is for 
people to say, “what good danc¬ 


ing!'" Ramirez said 

Altliough same-sex couples 
ai'enow seen as out of tlie ordi¬ 
nary in the milongas (dance 
halls) where tango is celebrated 
amid a cult of masculinity, the 
ongins of the dance tell a dif¬ 
ferent story 

Bom in the hrotliels of tlie 
19tli century, the dance was at 
tliattime perfomiedhy pairs of 
men -- w'omen were initially 
prohibited from participatmg in 
a dance considered prostitute- 
like, historians say. 

Gustavo Mom, a musician 
and composer and director of 
die tango championsliip, told 
AFP that same-sex couples 
were never officially bari'ed 
from the competitiQii, tliough 
tliey never entered in tlie past. 

Heymstti, 31, a dancing shoe 
saleswoman, and Chnste, 32, a 
viohn professor, say tliey are 
not gay -- both have or had 
boyfriends - but stalled danc¬ 
ing together foiTack of partners 
at the nul oilgas 

“Nobody asked us to dance. 
So to avoid being left sitting, 
diinking wme, we said, 'let's 
play Let's have fun."' Hey man 
explained "And we loved it."
